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EVENING DRESSES FOR LATE FALL & HOLIDAY 


The big news is color! Shimmering pastels and jewel tones. Many 
new black dresses enhanced with details in rich brights. Metallic 
emphasis on textured gold — often layered for impact. 





DIANE DICKINSON FOR GENTILLESSE: A light-catching, long pink 
dress in pave velvet flecked with gold. Back and front V, dolman 
sleeves, slightly gathered waist. Pink, hard satin belt, rimmed 

in thin gold cord. 


ESCADA: Red or blue hued flames of pave velvet two-piece dress 
offset the black mid-calf skirt, side-striped and waist-banded in 
black satin. On top, the color flares along the wide, black satin 
trimmed neck, down the long sleeves. Vividly colored self belt 
with patterned buckle. 


ALBERT NIPON: Textured gold, halter-top gown features a bodice 
panel twisted in the center, attached at the sides, and gathered at 
the back. With free flowing, long skirt flared toward hem. 


DETAILS: Roses and bows accent this season's couture look. Small 
roses on criss-cross, triple spaghetti straps of CAROL PERETZ' 
beige and navy hand-dyed chiffon dress. More roses decorate the 
double layered, scalloped hem. 

Bead trim: Austrian crystal and lapis colored beads create 
impression of hipwrap with 5 bead lines which cascade from sides 
of the hips on double grey silk charmeuse dress—KIP KIRKENDALL. 
Silver ball beads concentrated toward the top of mid-calf dress 
with long, top-seamed arms, padded shoulders, narrowing body, in 
lavender, apricot, or grey suede—MATCH. 


SILHOUETTES: Long, sleek shapes, varied hem lengths; most from 
mid-calf to ankle. Many strapless or single strap designs: one- 
shoulder slip dress by RAUL BLANCO in royal, jade, or red satin- 
back erepe; cut below the knee, multi-tucked above the bust with 
large asymmetrically placed bow at shoulder strap. Variations: 
princess waists, couture-gathered waists, and 20's drop waists. 
ALBERT NIPON's princess-waisted, full-length, strapless, wrap 
gown, bowed below the bust in green, fuchsia, or blue silk seal- 
skin. Hip wraps: A hip-wrapped cocktail dress by ANNEMARIE 
GARDIN of yellow, turquoise, rust, and olive hand-painted silk 
chiffon; long, cuffed sleeves and soft, unpressed, pleated skirt. 


FABRICS: Sumptuous fabries of the finest materials ...unusually 
mixed colors and textures. Pane velvet: "big top" of purple, tur- 
quoise, orange, and gold pane velvet squares on silk chiffon over 
black satin-back crepe strapped dress. Silks, satins, velvets, some 
French lace, metallic lurex, and metallic jacquard chiffon. 
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MFA: MEN'S SPORTSWEAR FOR FALL/WINTER '85 


Sportswear took on an upbeat, dressier look for Fall and Winter at the semi-annual Men's 
Fashion Association press showings, June 7-11, Rye Town Hilton. Silhouettes were looser, 
sometimes boxy. Squared-off fingertip jackets added a newer look. Sweaters were bigger 
with looser sleeves. Patterns—oversized plaids; Donegal and heather tweeds, windowpane 
checks, intarsia designs, stripes, fabric appliques, sport motifs and giant puzzle-piece 
designs; bold argyles, popcorn knits and glen plaids. 


SWEATERS were often layered; combinations of cardigans & pullovers, or pullovers & vests, 
competed with strikingly patterned pullovers or vests, knitted in two different fibers. 

Donegal tweed, acrylic/wool cardigan, shawl collar, raglan sieeves, leather buttons, waist 
pockets, color tipping on collar, cuffs, edging — EVAN-PICONE FOR MEN. Puzzle wool pull- 
overs, herringbone vests of lambswool/angora/nylon, textured wool, hand-loomed cardigan in 
butter-nut/black — RON CHERESKIN. Alpaca/lambswool zippered vest, ribbed banding at neck, 
shoulders, bottom. White top, taupe bottom — DIMITRI COUTURE. Layered sets: Crew-neck 
pullover and cardigan in merino wool plaid of black/spruce green/brick/ yellow — BILL 
DITFORT. Heather wool crew-neck pullover and cardigan in key stripe deco pattern — RON 
CHERESKIN. Persian rug pattern in deep colors, sparked with bright; brushed shawl-collared, 
with snowflake and reindeer motifs —- CESARANI. Cotton, hand-knit, shawl collar cardigan, 
leather loop, and handknit, cotton, crew-neck pullover with leather overstitching -- ANDREW 
FEZZA. Mosaic pattern wool, shawl-collar cardigan and ring-collared pullover or vest — 
JOSEPH ROKACA._ Broad-shouldered, cabernet/camel/wool/alpaca blouson cardigan, notched 
collar, ribbed and banded bottom and V-neck, shawl collared pullover in solid color — JHANE 
BARNES. 


TROUSERS: Ultra-suede — AFTER SIX. Cotton twill in okra/black/wintergreen fine line stripes 
— RON CHERESKIN. Heather-checked plum Donegal; full-legged windsor — JEFFREY BANKS. 
Taupe cotton canvas; blue stripe cotton canvas — COLOURS BY ALEXANDER JULIAN. Loose, 
generously pleated silk/wool in cabernet weave—JHANE BARNES. 


SPORTCOATS & BLAZERS: Multicolor fleck on dusky charcoal Donegal tweed sportcoat, single- 
breasted, notch lapels, flap-patch pockets — JOHN WEITZ. Navy flannel blazer, natural 
shoulders, notch lapels, brass buttons; brown windowpane plaid sportecoat — GANT. Cropped 
sportcoat, boxy body, broad, easy sleeves, loose dropped shoulder, snug knit cuffs in 
wool/silk/linen patterned in muted horizontal and bold vertical stripes of brown/taupe 

— JHANE BARNES. Tic-tac-toe pattern sportcoat in oatmeal/moss green; regatta navy/maroon 
striped blazer; navy lambswool blazer — ALAN FLUSSER. Blouson jackets; Fingertip jackets 
with broad shoulders. Oversized shirts that could double as jackets added a rustic look;-the 
double-breasted blazer added a sophisticated touch. Sportcoats: bi-swing and gusset backs, 
hacking shapes with angled pockets, deep side vents, leather trim and either self fabric or 
leather elbow patches. 


COUNTRY SUITS with a variety of pocket treatments. Norfolk models: wrist straps and belts. 
Chocolate/berry/blue oversized plaid stripe double-breasted jacket, chestnut/black herringbone 
double-pleated trousers — GIANFRANCO RUFFINI. Black/chareoal/white checked basketweave 
wool jacket, same-tone wool herringbone trousers — PIETROVANNI BY JOHN RIMA. Russet 
Donegal twill Harris tweed sports jacket over tobacco flannel trousers — JEFFREY BANKS. 


WINTER WHITES: Flannel slacks; giant cable knit, shawl collar cardigan; trompe l'oeil shirt- 
jacket — ALLYN ST. GEORGE. Flannel trousers; cotton turtle neck; lambswool vest; 
cotton/linen dolman cable cardigan; herringbone tweed jacket -- BASCO. Pin wale corduroy 
suit; flannel slacks; boatneck pullovers — JEAN PAUL GERMAIN. 


SHIRTS: Computer graphics, woven jacquard in black/silver/white/camel/navy -- SERIKA. Stained 
glass motif, wool, oversized blocks of blue/jade/orange, spread collar, 2 oversize pockets; 

also paisley foulard in brown/burgundy/blue/gray/beige -- GEOFFREY BEENE. Oversized, multi- 
mix herringbone strip in brushed cotton winter rose/wheat, knit rib collar — BILL DITFORT.

JEWELRY: Large pieces continue, transformed 
to sleek, less bulky shapes. Some geometric 
and ethnic themes. Holiday announces the 
art deco revival (gaining momentum toward 
Spring '85). Pearls and more pearls. Many 
materials in unexpected combinations, espe- 
cially sparked with rhinestones for evening. 
Heraldic, oversized medals for the new plaids. 


Massive faux gems, mixed and burnished metals! 


New colors: dark red, frosteds, and opal 
Shades. Gold and black strong. Pave rhine- 
stone at night. 


EARRINGS: Emphasis on glamour. Large, 
sleek clips. Dynasty-inspired drops. Flat- 
tened reptile-patterned buttons of burnished 
copper or oxidized silver —NAPIER. Big, 
semi-domed gold tone circles, with scattered 
raised X's and an off-center faux jade square 
—MARK SPIRITO. TRIFARI's graphic holiday 
drops — flat, black acrylic circle hangs from 
over-lapping, inverted, pave rhinestone 
triangles. 


BRACELETS: Bangles important. Oversized, 
"mottled ivory" bangles in off-white and 

terra cotta —MONET. Rounded triangular 
bangles from TWO BLONDES with a diamond 
cut, clear lucite gem in each corner, or faux 
sapphire, ruby, topaz. Glinting holiday 
bangles at WHITING AND DAVIS covered in 
round snake mesh —- black, bronze, burnished 
copper, gold, silver. 


HATS: More essential than ever. Fedoras for 
menswear looks; "Boy George" hats in all 
colors; caps and berets! "Dick Tracy" group 
for women & men --MAKINS BY MARSHA 
AKINS. 100% wool beret by JANE YUEN, 
appliqued with irregular black leather strips. 
An art deco beret from TWO BLONDES in 
blue wool with faux pearls in a diamond- 
shaped applique and "diamond" erystal center. 
A rounded, white, crisp-shaped beret with 
rolled toggle by MADCAPS. For sporty 
warmth — the scarf hats. A fashionable, 
self-scarved jockey cap by DON KLINE of 
olive and burgundy houndstooth check. 
Embossed leather skins and snakeskin for hat 
bands — MAKINS. Increasing luxury for day 
and evening wear. Fur felt for day: an irre- 
gular brimmed black cloche with olive rope 
tie and pheasant feathers from TEGISCHER OF 
AUSTRIA. A fur felt pillbox with short, 
turned-up brim —KRIZIA FOR BORSALINO. 
Fur hats important. Bows, roses, veiled 
teardrops, 20's half-hats and velvet turbans. 
A front-wrapped, silk velvet turban by 














WHITTALL AND JAVITS in black, ruby, spruce. 


NECKLACES: Look for longer strands of beads. 


An outstanding example by DEVA — 3 forty- 
inch strands of "aurora borealis", multi- 
faceted crystal beads interlaced with small 
antique brass washers and deep pink crystal- 
rimmed circles. Clasps to accommodate twists 
of separate strands —TRIFARI. Shorter 
statement necklaces. Grand-sized, rounded, 
copal amber beads with narrow-rimmed, hand- 
worked, brass beads —GAZELLE. 


PINS: Important comeback. A chic, enamel 
check mark, banded on both sides with large, 
crystal pave --ALEXIS KIRK.  Trendsetting: 
MARLA BUCK'S heraldies. An upsealed royal 
key with dangling crown, lion. A series of 
crests. A gold tone cross with wide, even 
bars; triple looped at the ends with a big, 
clear crystal in the center. 





BELTS: Tailored looks for trousers, 1 ineh or 
14 inches wide. In lapis lazuli from ALEXIS 
KIRK with seulpted, arrowhead-shaped buckle; 
generously rimmed with teal, outlined in gold 
tone. One-inech belt by BONNIE BOYNTON: 
large buckle of three, smooth copper, pointed 
ovals, with brass drippings for a lacey effect. 
Hip belts and girdles. A beige crocodile- 
textured girdle from LASSO. Sequined Holiday 
belts in all widths and colors from MADCAPS. 





HANDBAGS: Big and slouchy shoulder slings, 
school bags and neater, soft shapes for Fall 
in khaki and natural shades. Simple, mini- 
mally detailed clutches for Holiday in black, 
white and metal tones. A big, crinkled 
leather tote from VIVA bags in winter white. 
A classic satchel by LIZ CLAIBORNE in tiny, 
triangle-stamped material with leather trim 

in taupe, black and grey. A kidney bean- 
shaped clutch for Holiday in mother-of-pearl 
lucite with gold-tone rope chain --WALBORG. 
Rectangular clutch from WHITING AND DAVIS 
in quilted snake mesh with leather-tassled 
zipper in black, gold and platinum.

The refined, feminine big-shirt — dressed up for Holiday in vibrant brights, and natural- 
fiber pastels for Resort. Bold, waist-tucked designs with exaggerated, innovative details. 


Categories: Three strong Holiday trends: ele- 
gant ruffles; comfortable, often reversible 
draped necks; and sophisticated drop-neck, 
point collars. Three graduated layers of lace- 
trimmed ruffles fall from the high neck of 
LAURA ASHLEY's long-sleeved, crisp, white 
cotton blouse. STANLEY BLACKER shows a 
front-button, wide-shouldered blouse in silk 
crepe de chine...ruffles rim the plunging 
neckline and the cuffed sleeves. CAROL 
HORN's antique satin drape neck ends in a 
long, off-center front panel, with long, 
narrow sleeves and long, squared shirttails. 
Camp shirts dominate Resort and shells make 
an important comeback. A camp shirt by 
MATTHEW LOMBARDI FOR CHINOISE with 
flap patch-poeckets and stitched back-flanges 
in cotton-linen pastels.

Details: Holiday's copious, intricate details 
stripped down to stark minimalism for Resort. 
Holiday: rhinestone buttons, covered buttons, 
novelty buttons, buttons! Flanges in front 
and back, stitched-down pleats, tucking. 
Resort designs sport a few well-placed 

details for a spare, clean effect. A broad- 
shouldered, white, crepe de chine blouse from 
ALBERT NIPON BLOUSES with large, unevenly 
placed blue dots; shoulder tabs; cuffed, tabbed 


Sleeves; and round-bottomed button patch pocket. 


Fabrics: Lots of Holiday lustre—light, dra- 
pable material in vivid shades of red, royal, 
electric blue, purple, fuchsia, ivory and 
bright white. Many bold, uncluttered prints 
in one or two colors. Jagged, black zig-zags 
on bright silks at MATTHEW LOMBARDI FOR 
BANCO. Some plaids. Big shirts in vivid 
plaids, double breasted or pockets with 


triangular flaps at DIANE VON FURSTENBURG. 


Pastels dominate the Resort collections in 
raw, fiber-look wovens. Dusty, creamy, and 
bleached shades, especially pink, salmon, 
peach, lavender, stone and off-white. 
Unusual, muted brights from CAROL HORN in 
aqua, blue, yellow, lime and orange. 





Silhouette: Shirts are large, but controlled; 


Shells are small and close to the body. Wide 
Shoulders remain important and dolman sleeves 
are less extreme. Some hip wraps.
